mation previously filed by J. G. Pax- 
ton, charging murder In the first de- 
gree. 
Mr. Conkling 
immediately 


started for Kansas City, ten milrs 
away, to serve the warrant. 


Meanwhile Dr. Hyde and his attor- 


neys started for the prosecutor's of- 
fice to accept service. 


Ball had been arranged for b> Uyle 


and it was considered probable 
he 


would be released promptly. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo , Feb. 10 - Judge 


Ralph S. Latshaw of the criminal court 
today instructed the county marshal to 
Impanel a special grand jurv to convone 
Saturday 
morning 
to investigate the 


death of Colonel Taomis H. Pwope. 


Virgil Conkling. prosecuting attorney, 


probalily will await the action of the 
grand Jurj before ordering an arrest In 
the case 


The grand jury will go into every 


phase of the mystery. The inquiry will 
not be confined to the death of Colo- 
Bel Swope, but will include the death 
of Chrlsman Swopo and the epidemic 
of Illness in the Swope household. Fol- 
lowing the deaths of the two elder 
Swopes, nine members of Mrs. Logan 
O Swope's family -were stricken with 
typhoid.

cure a deposition from the physician.

breath of air, spreading a blanket 
over the door as an additional pre- 
caution, and driving nails 
through 


the panel to prevent a chance rescuer 
from saving her life, Mrs. Annie Carte 
attached a tube to the gas Jet and lay 
down to die some time during the 
night. 
The woman, who is 51 years 


old, 
and has been residing at 1153 


Stockton street, has been a sufferer 
from consumption for some years. 
and has despaired of ever regaining 
her health. 


Her son, Henry, has been staying 


with her, and occupied an adjoining 
room 
Her husband. Charles Carte, 


Is a well known merchant of Redding. 
Last night Henry noticed that his 
mother seemed depressed and deter- 
mined to watch her. 
Several times 


he tiptoed to her door during the 
night, but failed to notice anything 
•\\rong. 
Early this morning a slight 


odor of gas attracted his attention, 
and procuring a pass key, he unlocked 
the door. 


SHE XAH;S THE DOOR. 


It still resisted his efforts to get In, 
and aided by a scantling, he finally 
from the Inside With all his strength, 
and aided by ascantling, he finally 
broke In and discovered his mother 
Iving unconscious. The Harbor ambu- 
lance was sent for and the woman "was 
r.ished to the hospital, where 
Dr. 


Montgomery, after working over her 
for some time, gave it as his opinion 
that she would recover. 
Inside the room evidence could be 
seen of the determination of 
Mrs. 
Carte that nothing should frustrate 
her effort at suicide She had probably 
spent at least two hours In plugging 
up holes and crevices with cotton, as 
well as nailing the door 
She left 


two notes, one for her husband, writ- 
ten In French, and the other to the 
eon In English. 
Both contain prac- 
tically the same message and that to 
Henry reads as follows: 
"Soon you will find my body. Get 
a policeman 
He will notify the coro- 
ner. Always take good care of your- 
self, and do not get sick. Good bye. — 
Mama."

Firebug's Work Destroys a 


Bungalow at Fruitvale 


in Night. 


NEIGHBORS DECLARE THAT 


BOYDS WERE MENACED 


Former Occupants Were Often 


Threatened, Declare 


Residents. 


A'fire believed to have been of in- 


cendiary origin completely destroyed 
a J4000 bungalow owned by J. M. 
Boyd at Thirty-ninth avenue and the 
Boulevard in Fruitvale 
early 
this 


morning and caused a damage of 
$1500 to the home of Henry Rowland 
adjoining. 
The bungalow was empty 


at the time, the Boyds having moved 
out about a week ago and gone 
to 


Reno. Mr. and Mrs. Henry Howland 
were asleep in their home while their 
house and the bungalow were burning, 
and It was not until the firemen from 
the Melrose fire company broke In the 
doors of the house that they 
were 


awakened. At this time the bungalow 
was a mass of flames and the roof of 
the Howland house was burning. 


From all reports which 
can 
be 


gathered in the neighborhood Boyd 
moved from the bungalow a week ago 
following alleged threats which were 
said to have been made to burn the 
house. 
The neighbors state that on 


several occasions Mrs. Boyd hinted to 
them that her house might be burned 
at any time and that they Intended 
to move before the fire occured. 


BLAZE STARTS AT NIGHT. 


According to the Rowlands no one 


was seen about the house either yes- 
terday or last evening and it Is be- 
lieved that the incendiary, whoever he 
may have been, called and commenced 
his operations late last night after the 
neighbors had taken to their beds. 


The two houses, the bungalow and 


Rowland's 
place, 
stand 
somewhat 


apart from the other houses In the 
neighborhood and in a section which 
would not be frequented by tramps In 
In the habit of sleeping in 
empty 


houses. Tramps and road walkers gen- 
erally shun the boulevard and take to 
East Fourteenth street owing to the 
number of philanthropic saloon keep- 
ers along the latter road and few of 
them have ever been seen In the 
neighborhood of the fire. 


MYSTFRIOCS ALARM. 


The firemen are of the opinion that 


oil had been poured on the woodwork 
of the bungalow as the building was 
a mass of flames when the fire com- 
panies arrived at the scene. An alarm 
was turned In but no one can be found 
who did this service or who known of 
him who did do It. Three companies 
responded to the call, the 
Melrose 
company and companies No. 1 and 3 of 
Fruitvale. 


It was found necessary to stretch a 
hose IB00 feet from the hydrant to 
the blaze and when this was done a 
sufficient pressure of water could not 
bp obtained. 
For this reason It was 
onlv After energetic work on the parts 
of the fire fie-hters that the Howland 
house was saved from total destruc- 
tion. 


A.n investigation will be made of 
the matter and an effort put forth to 
determine the reason for the threats 
against Boyd and the makers of them.

;declared in the probate depart- 
ment of the Superior Court 
that the Assemblyman had 
staffed his pockets with $35,- 
000 which rightfully belonged 
to the aged Berkeley woman's 
estate while shft was incompe- 
ttfnt from sickness and lying 
upon her deathbed. 


'.In his fight to retain control of tho 
Mtate of the late Elizabeth B. Hitchcock 
of Berkeley as special administrator. 
from which office Elizabeth V. Smith of 
Kapa, a niece of decedent, and a bene- 
ficiary in the property she left to the 
extent of about $15.000, sought to depose 
him in her contest of htr aunt's will. At- 
torney Henry N. Beatty of San Fran- 
risco. State assemblyman and Republi- 
can palitlclan. -won the first legal skir- 
mish with the enemy this forenoon be- 
fore Judge Wells, in the probate depart- 
ment of the Superior Court. 


Mrs. Smith had asked the court to 
revoke the special letters of adminis- 
tration issued to Beatty and compel him 
to render a full account of all of the 
property belonging to the estate, charg- 
ing thtt he had eeauesteed mon^y and 
Dtfier holdings and deceived the court in 
the premises. 
After hearing both sirles 


of the Question, however, Judge Wells 
not only refused to remove Beatty, but 
modified the order appointing him spe- 
cial administrator of only a portion of 
the estate to Include the entire estate. 
His bond was left to stand at $20,000. 
During the latter days of Mrs. Hitch- 


cock she employed Beatty as her legal 
Sdviser and as a result of their business 
relations the old lady formed a deep 
attachment for the detonnair politician. 
She made htm valuable gifts of jewelry 
and corporation bonds, declared to her 
relatives and friends that she 
would 
marry Boatty en the spot if he asked 
her to become his wife and •« hen her will 
was opened after her death it was found 
that she had left the bulk of her estate 
still remaining to the- attorney. 


This was the signal for the contest 


nf the will which Mrs. Smith has pend- 
ing. In It she charges that Beatty rob- 
bed Mrs. Hitchcock while acting as her 
attorney and by undue influence find by 
playing upon her affections not only got 
much of her property away from he', but 
induced her to leave him the bulk of 
what remained of her estate, which, be- 
fore she met the attorne, was worth 
about $75,000. 


INVENTORY OF ESTATE. 


In his answer to Mrs. Smith's peti- 


tion for an order to compel Beatty to 
fllft an Inventory of Mrs. Hitchcock's 
estate, which was not filed until just 
before Judge Ogden called the matter 
up, Beatty stated that his inventory as 
special administrator covered all of the 
property in his hands belonging to the 
estate. This inventory showed that the 
estate was worth only $34.087.57, and that 
It consists for the most part of per- 
sonal property, and included the $3100 
which Mrs. Smith alleged In her contest 
Beatty has secured from the sale of 
two pieces of property and appropriated 
to his own use. 


Beatty denied that at any time during 
his 
professional 
relations with 
Mrs. 


Hitchcock she was physically or mentally 
incapable of transacting business 
and 
said that when she made presents to 
him she knew exactly what she was do- 
ing. These presents consisted of vari- 
ous pieces of Jewelry, twenty-five $1000 
bonds of the United Railroads of San 
Francisco, fifteen $1000 bonds of 
the 


Pacific Electric company, 
four 
$1000 
bonds of the JLos Angeles Pacific Rail- 
Toad company, seven and one-half shares 
•f the capital stock of the Chicago, Wil- 
mington and Vermilion Coal company, 
nineteen shares of the capital stock of 
the Natlonai Railway Publication com- 
pany and live shares of the capital stock 
of the Columbus Savings and Loan So- 
ciety.

MA YOR MOTT ADDRESSES 


STATE REALTY FEDERATION 


Talks to the Sacramento People on the 


Benefits Resulting From 


Annexation 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 10.—Mayor Frank 


K. Mott of Oakland and president of the 
State Realty Federation, addressed the 
delegates to the realty convention Tues- 
day night, and gave graphical Instruc- 
tions of the methods to be employed In 
the making of a bigger city. 
The directions were general and might 


with equal force apply to any city having 
ambitious and honorable Intentions, but 
the realty men rather Inclined to regard 
them us fitting the case of Sacramento 
admirably, so the discussion wa» spe- 
cialized and this city and It« annexa- 
tion problem gave fuel for a lot of talk. 


Home-town speakers, elaborating on 


the suggestions of Mayor Mott, empha- 
sized the necessity for Immediate action, 
for concerted action, by the realty men 
to win over the recalcitrants outside the 
present city limits to the annotation Idea. 
The statement of one out-of-towner that 
some of hl« most Influential neighbors 
were "unalterably opposed to annexa- 
tion" stirred them Tip more than any- 
thing else. By finding out the difficul- 
ties and acknowledging them to them- 
selves, the banqueters really became In- 
spired with a more hopeful spirit, and 
something tangible is sure to grow out 
of that three-hour session at the table. 


TALKS ON ANNEXATION. 


"It Is Important that yon should carry 


your annexation election," said Mayor 
Mott, when he had arrived at the mat- 
ter about which ha was .to speak. "Tou 
know there is a good deal of a bug-a- 
boo about the supposed disadvantages of 


joining a blr city. The disadvantage* 
are nothing compared t« the advantages. 
What if taxes are a little, higher? There 
are a dozen ways In which the larger 
city saves the outsider money, not to 
fpeak of the finer sense of security, the 
pride he feels In being one of a big popu- 
lation and thi other comforu that make 
life more agieeable. 


"In Oakland lately, we annexed 30.00* 


people In a territory twice AS lar^e at 
the old city. What has been the result? 
The gas rat«< have come down, electric 
light bills reduced, car faro cut down, 
water rates l«s. and this does not tak» 
Into consideration the fact that toon

Mrs "Rees gave chase for a short 
distance, but was distanced In the race. 
The two other women calmly followed 
alone after the young mother- and boara- 
ed a car for Oakland. The mother and 
the babe ar? believed by Mrs. Rees to 
have caught a car also. 


YOUNG MOTHER RUINED. 


According to Mrs Rees, the young wo- 
man who kidnaped the child and the wo- 
man claiming to be Mrs. Jones told her 
that J. Morris Jones of Colusa was the 
father of the babe and that the young 
woman had been ruined while working In 
the Jones household 
Jones is said to 
have a wife and four children In Colusa 
and to be wealthy. 
The young man's 
mother, said Mrs. Rees. declared her son 
had ruined several girls in the same way 
that he had MargaVet Bruce and in every 
instance had placed the babe in the keep- 
ing of some woman in Oakland or San 
Francisco. This was told in front of the 
supposed mother of the babe and the lat- 
ter admitted that the child was the off- 
sorlnE of an Illegitimate union.

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Preaching Versus Practice, 


The Oakland Chamber of Commerce would do well to practic 


what it preaches. With all the good work it is doing it could 
achieve still greater results by giving Oakland business to Oakland 
men instead of giving to men in other cities who neither dwell, pay 
taxes nor do business in this city. 


The community'of interest spirit—the home-trading principle— 


is one of the chief factors in building up a city and developing civi 
pride; and for that reason is a spirit that the Chamber of Commerce 
shoukl inculcate and exemplify. It is neither exhilarating to loca 
pride nor encouraging to local loyalty to find the Chamber of Com- 
merce passing by Oakland business men to give patronage to San 
Franciscans. First, it is a discrimination against home enterprise 
and second, an implied admission that we must go abroad to get 
something that is really good. 


What we mean is just this: The chamber has decided to spent 


some $2pOO ia advertising Oakland in Eastern publications, which 
is all right. But the gentlemen in charge of the matter declined to 
let Oakland advertising agents (not the newspapers) place the ad- 
vertising. They handed the business over to a San Francisco ad- 
vertising agent, who will now put out Oakland's official advertising 
from a San Francisco office under a San Francisco letterhead. 


Oakland advertising agents may starve or go hang so far as the 


business of the Chamber of Commerce is concerned. But how can 
they be expected to pay rent and grocery bills in this city if the 
business which should naturally be theirs is sent across the bay? 


"Let everybody strive to build up Oakland," is the text of the 


chamber's teaching, but the teaching seems sadly misapplied in this 
instance. It is not exactly heartening to be told on the other hand 
that the Chamber of Commerce prefers to give its patronage to San 
Francisco business houses. 


"Trade at home" is a good motto, but it is not a one-sided 


proposition—those who preach it should practice it. 


Peary's Impudent Demand. 


The Senate has reported favorably the bill providing that Rob- 


ert E. Peary be retired from the navy with the rank and pay of, a 
rear admiral. Mr. Peary is not a regular naval officer, but is civil 
engineer in the service of the navy with the rank and pay of com- 
mander. He has never performed any naval service warranting his 
elevation to the rank of rear admiral and is not incapacitated by 
wounds, disease, age or other disability from rendering active ser- 
vice. Why, then, should he be either retired or promoted? 


For more than sixteen years Peary has been carried on the 


navy payroll as a commander, but during all that period he has not 
given the government a day of service or had more than a nominal 
connection with the navy. During the entire period he has been 
conducting privately financed polar explorations which he and his 
associates have made enormously profitable in a literary way. Peary 
has amassed an independent fortune while drawing pay from the 
government for services never rendered. 


The government has done enough for him. It has paid him a 


food salary for nearly twenty years while he sought distinction and 
fortune in his own way. He has been given exceptional opportuni- 
ties denied other officers of the navy to distinguish himself and put 
money in his purse. At the present time he is preparing to go on 
an expedition in search of the South Pole—an expedition planned 
for his personal glory and financial benefit. 
Under the circum- 


stances the scheme to retire him with the rank and pay of rear 
admiral is ah impudent proposition. The request should be ignored. 
Instead Peary should be ordered back to duty or retired with his 
present rank. 


High Prices and Trade Boycotts. 


Congress is surprised to find that the commission men of 


Washington are organized in a combine and boycott all retailers 
who presume to buy produce direct from the farmers. Congress is 
being constantly surprised at learning things that are as familiar as 
old shoes to the man in the street. 


In every large city in the country there is a combine of the 


commission men similar to the one revealed in the National capital. 
{These combines stand between the producers and the retailers, hid- 
ing behind the latter to shield themselves from the wrath of the 
consumers. 
Under pretense of making prices better for the pro- 


ducers they create artificial scarcity by methods which violate every 
canon of fair dealing as well as the law of supply and demand. In 
the end they milk the producers as well as the consumers. They 
even destroy great quantities of wholesome food products to pre- 
vent a fall in prices. This criminal waste entails a dead loss on the 
producers and inflicts an unnecessary and unjust hardship on the 
general public. 


Under cover of these combines in restraint of honest trade a 


good deal of systematic robbery is practiced—false returns to the 
producers and short weight and short measure to the consumers. 
The retailers must take what they get on terms fixed by the com- 
mission men, who use the boycott and the blacklist ruthlessly to 
maintain control of the market. 


The so-called fish trust is one of the most conspicuous examples 


of piratical exaction that the country affords. This combine fixes 
the prices paid to the fishermen and to the retailers. The fisher- 
man or retailer who refuses to submit is boycotted with a persist- 
ence and ingenuity worthy of the Russian' secret police. The 
retailer bold enough to buy direct from a fisherman is undersold in 
his territory and denied the right to purchase from the trust. The 
fisherman who tries to sell direct to retailers and consumers is 
blacklisted and hounded in a thousand ways. All sorts of things 
happen to his boats and his nets, and he is frequently the victim of 
thuggish violence. 


Congress may not be able to provide an adecpuate remedy for 


these abuses and exactions, but bringing the facts before the public 
will do an immense amount of good. The investigation Congress 
fcas begun will provide the groundwork for local.as well as Federal 
legislation to correct the iniquities now being practiced by unscru- 
pulous middlemen organized to make trade an instrument of plun- 
der and extortion.

Is in 3 Layers 


The new science of the air Is the re- 


sult of manv hundred kite and sounding 
balloon nights made by day and by 
night in fair weather and foul, over 
land and sea, at all seasons of the year, 
and from tho equator to the arctic circle. 
Most people know that the warm air 
surrounding- the earth fs only a thin 
belt, but we do not most of us know 
that at 10 miles above the earth U would 
not only be bitterly cold, but the sun 
would appear quite different. 


The air Is stratified In three more or 


less distinct layers. In the lowest we 
live. It extends about two miles and 
is a region of turmoil, whimsical winds, 
cyclones and 
anti-cyclones. 
At' two 


miles the freezing point is reached, and 
then there is a second stratum extend- 
ing: upward for about another six miles. 
Here the air grows steadily colder and 
drier, the lowest temperature recorded 
being 167 degrees below freezing point. 
Here the air moves In great planetary 
swirls produced by the spinning of the 
earth_ on Its ajds so that the wind al- 
ways blows in the same easterly direc- 
tion. 


The greater the height the more fu- 


rious IB the blast of this relentless gale. 
After this layer comes the third, or Is- 
othermal stratum discovered almost si- 
multaneously by M. de Bort and Dr. Ass- 
mann. This Is called the permanent In- 
version stratum, because the tempera- 
ture Increases with the height reached. 
But the temperatures so far recorded In 
the second stratum are not high, being 
far below zero F., generally somewhere 
from 122 degrees to 140 degrees' below 
It. 
<* 


Here the air no longer ewlrls In a 


planetary circle. 
The wind may blow 


in a direction contrary to that in tha 
second layer. And the air Invariably Is 
excessively dry. Where this third strat- 
um ends no one knows. But it must be 
at more than 18 miles above the earth. 
For sounding balloons have reached this 
height and have not found the end of 
the permanent Inversion layer of air. 
When the Influence of the upper regions 
of air upon the lower Is fully under- 
stood It may be'possible to foretell the 
weather not merely for a day but for a 
week.

FROG FARMING 


As on Industry 


It is In France that the frog was 


first generally us»d for food, and It Is 
In that cojmtry that the Industry 
of 
frog farming has been most largrely 
developed. 
The green frog 
exists 


abundantly throughout France where- 
ever there are marshes, ponds 
or 
sedgy margins of rivers or bays that 
contain rresh or slightly 
brackish 
water. 


The beat outfit for trog raising is 
uno or more shallow ponds or reser- 
voirs, filled with grasses and 
other 
water plants. 
It should be so situ- 
ated that the water can be partially 
drawn off, so as to facilitate the labor 
of catching. If, Sm la often the cane, 
the pond abounds In frogs, they are 
Blmply protected and left for a year 
or two to propagate. If food does not 
prove abundant the owner throws in 
live earthworms, as the frog- Is a car- 
nivorous animal, and prefers the food, 
whether worms, larvae or 
Insects, 
fresh and In normal, living condition. 
If no frogs exist ;n the water they are 
planted either living, or In the form 
of eggs, which hatch when the water 
becomes warm In April.—Popular Me- 
chanics.

Mrs. Bradshaw, accompanied by her 
husband, 
came to 
Portland from 


Goldfield. Nev. about 
October 
1 
last and two months later bought a 
rooming house in Northeast 
Port- 
land, paying J5000 cash for It. Mrs. 
Bradshaw carried on this business 
until December 23, on which day she 
left the place, telling one of 
the 
servants that she was "going down 
town." 
Since then the woman has 
not been seen In Portland 
Two or 
three days later Bradshaw also dis- 
appeared mysteriously. 
The former 
landlady of the house took posses- 
elan and is operating the 
lodging 
house. Friends of Mrs. Bradshaw be- 
came> uneasy at her disappearance, 
which the servants stated followed 
a .quarrel with her husband and re- 
ported the matter to 
the 
police 
about January 16 last 
Search was 
begun for both Mrs. Bradshaw and 
her husband, but no trace of the 
couple- has been found. 
The woman left less than $100 in 
unpaid bills and trades people who 
dealt with her speak of her in high- 
est terms. 
The fact that she was 
anything more than what she ap- 
peared, a hard working woman, was 
not known here until the receipt of 
the Associated Press dispatch

Goldfield. 


MURDER LiAGUE 


Assailant of Premier Yi Gives 


Names of Members of 


Association. 


SEOUL (Korea.), Saturday, January 
J.5.—The nucleus of a murder league 
has been discovered here as a result 
nf the investigation following the at- 
tempted assassination of Premier TI. 
The would-be assassin was not fully 
successful but the victim, while he 
may live for some time, must be an 
Invalid for life. 
The Korean who made the attempt 
on the life of the Premier has con- 
fessed and given the names of his 
associates. From this, it would ap- 
pear that there was a close connec- 
tion 
between 
the assassination of 
Prince Ito and the attempt on the 
Premier. The prisoner in Seoul says 
there was an organized plot to do 
away with all the Korean cabinet and 
the leading Japanese officials. 
It Is expected that a number of oth- 
er arrests will be made. ^Already tha 
authorities have some fifteen men in 
Jail, charged with being In the con- 
spiracy and it is said that the end Is 
not yet but the facts now known to 
the secret agents will startle even 
the western countries and 
govern- 
ments. Certainly the league of assas- 
Jall charged with being in the con- 
anotber in Vladivostok. A branch Is 
said to be In San Francisco. A num- 
ber of threatening letters have been 
received by leading men and by for- 
eigners who are known to be advo- 
cate* of the Japanese 
control 
of 
Korea.

SAYS GOVERNMENT SHOULD 


WATCH OVER THE TRUSTS 


Herbert Knox Smith Declares That Sense 


of Personal Obligation Is 


Submerged 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
10.—That 


those directing; our great corporations 
have deliberately "nationalized them 
in size and scope" and placed them iii 
that light which must of necessity de- 
mand the Interest of the federal gov- 
ernment in their manipulations and 
require 
from the government 
the 
maintenance of the standards or right 
and fairness In dealing with them as 
with individuals, Is .the gist of the an- 


' the commls- 
i the secretary 
• made public 


here today. 
In his report Commis- 
sioner Herbert Knox says: 


i 
"The corporation has concen- 
trated enormous commercial pow- 
er In the bands of a. few men. At 
tbe some time It has 
lessened 
their personal responsibility for 
tbe proper use of that power. 
Sense of personal obligation to the 
community becomes submerged 
in vast corporate entities. The re- 
sulting abuses call for some re- 
straint that shall take the place 
of 
the old personal obligation. 


Government supervision and pub- 
licity of corporations must be that 
substitute. 
* 
"The issue is national; action by the 


to regulate interstate commerce. The 
federal government is the only ade- 
quate authority; one of the'primary 
motives for Its creation was for a na- 
tional control of national 
business. 
Those directing our great corporations 
have deliberately nationalized them in 
size and scope; they can not now be 
heard to object to a centralized con- 
trol which they themselves have made 
necessary. They have made their bus- 
iness truly governmental in their ef- 
fect on the people. They can not now 
deny that the 
Government is con- 


cerned therein. 


MCST ACT FAIRLY. 


"As guardian of the nation's welfare, 
the Government must see to it that 
the ordinary standards of right and 
fairness, which restrain our individ- 
ual citizens, shall also be applied to 
cur groat modern businesses. 
It must 


make sure that the business machinery 
of the country shall be preserved from 
such misuse as would ultimately de- 
stroy it. 


"Conditions confront us which 
are now determining the coun- 
try's future. A significant process 
of 
evolution Is soliig on within 
our commercial organization. Two 
types of corporate managers are 
struggling for its control. Tbe one 
(like most business men) bases 
his success upon Increasing the 
efficiency of his organization; he 
acquires and holds his business by 
giving better service or lower 
prices. The public thus shares 
the benefits of his efficiency. He 
builds up our industrial strength. 
"The other succeeds, not by his own 
merit, but by crippling the efficiency 
of competitors; by railways rebates, 
by unfair competition, by commercial 
oppression, by public rights monopo- 
lized for private gain; not by giving 
better service, but by unfairly pre- 
venting others from giving any ser- 
vice. If this process continues, It will 
surrender the control of our commer- 
cial forces to the commercial pirate, 
to tha Injury of the nation and the 
unfair ruin of Individuals. 


"Through the bureau of corpora- 


tions, the* federal government has de- 
liberately taken the side of the fair 
user of our commercial forces. 
The 


Instrument of the bureau in its work 
has been "efficient publicity." It has 
relied on the moral sense 
of 
the 
American people, and its compelling 
force when concentrated intelligently 
on a business wrong. It has reported 
to the country, clearly and accurately, 
the operations of 
great 
industries. 
Business facts and their meaning have 
been set forth In such brief and plain 
shape as to be available through the 
press for tho average citizen. It has 
thu? evoked that 
Intelligent 
public 
•pinion that' will protect honest busi- 
ness and condemn unfair practices. 
"It has been pioneer work on a 
vast subject, but the results haye 
shown what can be done and how 
to do It. A great awakening haa 
taken place In recent years as to 
our business methods. Tbe bu- 
reau does not assert that it haa 
done anything more than aid In 
this proems. But it does contend 
that tbe principles which it baa 
used are the some ones which 
have brought about this advance 
and will continue It. Tbe bureau 
has proved by results that 
Its 
methods are fit for broad applica- 
tion. Under the public condem- 
nation thus made possible by 
facts plainly stated, great corpor- 
ate abuses have been abandoned. 
A sweeping system of 
railroad 
rate discriminations has been 
voluntarily canceled by the rail- 
roads involved, and numerous 
forms of commercial oppression 
have diminished. Corporate man- 
agers themselves are frankly ad- 


vooatlng more open accounting. 
One by one the groat silent cor- 
porations are seeking public con- 
fidence by adopting a new policy 
of publicity. 


PLAN NEW SYSTEM. 


"The situation Is thus ready for a 


complete system where (1) all im- 
portant Interstate-commerce corpora- 
tions shall regularly make r6ports to 
a federal agency; where 
(2) 
that 


agency shall have the further right to 
verify and extend the facts presented; 
where (3) business transactions. of 
public interest shall be made public, 
safeguarding at the same time 
all 
proper business secrets; where 
(4) 


there will be a permanent 
meeting 


ground for co-operation and adjust- 
ment between the Government 
and 


business interests; and (6) whereby 
those corporations that deal fairly and 
openly shall correspondingly acquire 
public confidence and support. 


"The exact form of this system Is of 
little 
importance. 
The Information 


must be had for the primary purposes 
of the government and the 
citizen. 


Co-operation also must be had; pub- 
licity should as far as possibly be vol- 
tintary. Corporate managers are rec- 
ognizing the value of government pub- 
licity. To profit by this new spirit, the 
system of supervision must 
provide 
for co-operation. Prosecution is in- 
deed necessary to destroy unfair meth- 
ods, 
but It should be reserved as the 
last resort rather than used as the 
normal Instrument. 


"The bureau has prored 
the 
practical 
value of co-operation. 
In 1908 it pointed out certain de- 
fects in the methods of the New- 
York and New Orleans cotton ex- 
changes. Each exchange at once 
offered to confer with the Com- 
missioner. As a result of such 
conference, the New Orleans ex- 
change adopted, by a practically 
unanimous .vote, the entire rec- 
ommendations of the bureau. 
This far-reaching Improvement, 
affecting beneficially the various 
Interests in that great staple, was 
secured simply by publicity and 
voluntary co-operation. 


PRACTICAL PUBLICITY. 


"In short, our gerat interstate In- 


dustries must come under permanent 
national supervision. The bureau has 
proved th'at this can be secured In a 
rational and effective way. A system 
of practical publicity, with co-opera- 
tion, will obtain that requisite for all 
wise measures, reliable information. 
It will Involve drastic action. 
It will 


indeed forestall such action. It will 
bring together the government and 
the corporate manager in conference 
and co-operation, which alone 
can 
serve to adjust continuously the com- 
plex and changing relationship 
be- 


tween our busines forces and 
the 


public welfare. It will direct against 
business evils and overwhelming force 
of public opinion. It will be backed 
by, and make effective, penal 
law 


where prosecution Is necessary. Such 
publicity will broadly prevent wrong 
beforehand instead of punishing iso- 
lated cases afterwards. 
It Ijjvlll re- 
move unjust prejudice; It will 
Im- 


prove the standing of our corporate 
securities, both at home and abroad; 
It will tend toward more open 
and 
more uniform corporate accounting. 
Finally, It will help to give our busi- 
ness machinery that 
foundation of 
fairness and openness and public con- 
fidence which it must have If It Is to 
be a permanent factor in our national 
advance.

Save as In this ordinance 


hereinafter 
provided.

clared to be unlawful for any domesticat- 
ed chicken or other fowl to run at large 
in the city of Albany 


"Section 2. Any person owning- or con- 


trolling or having in his possession or 
control any duck, goose, turkey, chicken, 
or other domesticated fowl shall keep the 
same securely 
confined 
upon his own 


premises; provided, however, that chick- 
ens, ducks and turkeys may be permit- 
ted to run at large for one hour next pre- 
ceding sunset of each day 
out at no 


other time or times. 


"Section 3. Any person violating any 


of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine not to exceed one hundred dol- 
lars and not less than ten dollars, or by 
imprisonment in the County Jail of the 
county of Alameda. or by both such fine 
and imprisonment.

Investigate the Letter of Tur-

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.— 


The Detective Department here 
unearthed no new clews to the 
Mount Tamalpais murder mys- 
tery today and Captain of De- 
tectives Anderson professes him- 
self as satisfied that the dead girl 
was not a local resident. 


A complete description of the 


man who is alleged to have had 
the girl's watch repaired in Eu- 
reka is expected from the chief 
of police from that city today. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—A new 
clew which It Is thought may have 
some bearing on the effort to establish 
the identity of the girl whose skeleton 
was found on Mt, Tamalpais has been 
found in the record of Frank \Vanskv, 
a Eureka jeweler, who believes that "a 
gold watch brought to him for repair 
by James McKay, as far back as 1902, 
was the one found on the body of the 
slain woman 
Wansky's records show that a man 


named McKay brought the timepiece 
to him on September 16, 1902 
His 


record shows several slight discrepan- 
cies from the figures taken from the 
watch, but the former are very 
old 
and carelessly kept, and the record 


• book Itself has been torn up. 


AS TO WATCH. 


The records show that the watch 


brought to 
Wansky was a 
Seth- 
Thom.is stem-winding timepiece with 
a Keystone case. They also show the 
jeweler's 
repair number 
of 1089, 
which appears in the 
watch found 
with the skeleton On the same page 
appears the number of the works of the 
watch, with the exception that Wan- 
sky's records show a "3" instead of a 
"5." Wansky attaches little or no im- 
portance to this discrepancy, explain- 
ing that he might easily have made a 
mistake in entering the number on his 
records 


NUMBER PARTLY GONE. 


The number In the case 
of 
the 
woman's watch was 2,161.149. 
Part 


of this number is missing from 
the 
records of the jeweler, the page of the 
book having been torn in a broken, 
diagonal direction. The "2" and the 
"1" are'the figures missing from the 
combination, the figures in the records 
reading "61.149." 


ALTERED UNDERSKIRT. 


A second discovery which may pr.ove 


of assistance is that the murdered girl 
had made an alteration in the length 
of her white underskirt by cutting it 
completely from the waistband, taking 
out a strip of cloth clear around the 
garment and then roughly sewing it 
back In place by hand. It is thought 
that the crudity of the work, which is 
clearly that of Inexperienced hands, 
may have attracted the attention of 
some laundress or that someone may 
have seen the girl patiently

the rough seam.

duced the most profound effect among 
those who k.iew him personally was his 
splendid, broadminded humanity. 
It Is 


pleasant to read of him now in this day 
when the reformers believe It necessary 
to denounce their enemies. 
Lincoln was 


the greatest reformer, but he never de- 
nounced those whom he fought. He de- 
nounced the systems. It Is true, as he 
denounced slavery, but he had no hard

intend. 


"Lincoln was a logical man. 
In all 


his opinions he did not make reference 
to records for his arguments, nor did he 
trust to the. possibilities of the English 
language, but rather he drew his con- 
clusions and based his pleas on logic.

"Lincoln, as we all know, was a hu- 


morous man, but he did not crack jokes 
and tell funny stories for the love of 
telling them, but for the result he hoped 
to obtain in the morals they conveyed.

foolish laws and refuse justice to those 
who wero in need of justice.

Hospital Makes Startling 


Report.

Tho annual report of Dr. 
Robert 


Lamb, of the Matteawan State Hos- 
pital where Harry K. Thaw la con- 
fined, has just been 
made 
public. 


Discussing men admitted to that In- 
stitution during his term as superin- 
tendent, Dr. Lamb says that there 
are a half dozen or more noted crim- 
inals among them whose cases are 
far removed from any -leaned type 
of Insanity. 


"What disposition shall be made 


of these cases?" he asked. "In the 
eye of the law they are lunatics. The 
courts have made inquiry and deter- 
mined this fact. 
Commitment here 
far removed from any defined type 
detect no actual lunacy. 
" skilled 
physician might have 
examined any of them on the day of 
adminission and found no symptoms 
of actual mental disease 
He might 


have made continued examinations at 
any time during their residence. His

The report mentions no nam«s and 


gives no indication as to whether Dr. 
Lamb had Thaw in mind In writing 
this report. 
Dr Lamb, in conclusion calls atten- 


tion to the fact that under the present 
law no provision exists whereby the hos- 
pital authorities may Inform the court 
that in their opinion that men are not 
insane
